pitals, the doctors were im- 
mersed in some of the detec- 
tive work that is an rnescap- 
able^part of working-Avith al- 
lergies. 


Three-year charts were be- 


ing made tracing the flare-ups 
of asthma cases to be com- 
pared with similar charts of 
the air pollution levels and 
pollen counts. 


While most of the compari- 


sons were inconclusive, one 
thing jumped out at them. The 
cases showed annual surges in 
September each year corre- 
sponding to the arrival of the 
first cold weather when home 
heating became necessary.

Well, how 
about pollen from sage brush, 
oak, 
maple, ash and birch? 


Daisies, tulips, pines? They all 
trigger allergies for some in- 
dividuals. And, you'll notice, 
just about all year round. 


Food? Shellfish, nuts, to- 


matoes, wheat, corn, eggs, 
milk, chocolate, orange juice 
are examples. The list is far 
longer and it includes unsus- 
pected items of diet such as 
garlic and spices. 


You can make your own list 


of items containing chemicals.

And if the slowdown should

The only hard and fast com- 


mitment is to the principle of 
tax flexibility, the official said. 
Small but frequent tax changes, 
up or down as needed, are now 
considered to be a proven, ef- 
fective, quick-acting, and fairly 
precise instrument for economic 
stabilization, he added. 


This departure from historic 


American reluctance to tinker 
with taxes was noted by the 
Council of Economic Advisers In 
Us annual report to the Presi- 
dent and Congress. 


"Annual tax changes have, In 


fact, become the rule rather 
than the exception," the council 
said. But the technique — and 
especially the President's pend- 
ing plan — is viewed with suspi- 
cion in Congress and with out- 
right hostility by many busi- 
nessmen. 


In passing two anti-inflation- 


ary tax bills on short notice last 
year, Congress showed itself 
able and willing to break with 
tradition.

substantial cause. 


The 
administration 
argues 


that a stable economy Is more 
important than a stable tax lev- 
el.

in a cell at about noon. 


"I'm sorry, I'm sorry," attor-

der $75,000 bond pending the 
outcome of new trial motions. 


"Pretty miserable," was the 


way one loyal Hoffa aide de- 
scribed the mood in the Team- 
sters huge marble headquarters 
building near the U.S. Capitol.

ance of his fate. He didn't even 
bother to take his appeal for a 
writ of habeas corpus to the 
U.S.
